Oahu Railway the Ciaimant-Cor- 


poratton Cannot Take Land 


From the tstate. 


Tbe case of Jas. A. King, Minister of 


Interior vs. Oahu Railway & Land 
Company has at last been settled. The 
matter, which has been pending for 
some time, was an appeal on behalf of 
the plaintiff from the refusal of-Judge 
Stanley to issue an injunction enjoin- 
ing the defendant from proceeding 
with the condemnation of land In Ho- 
nolulu harbor. 
* 


This case is one of the most import- 


ant ever tried in the courts of Hawaii. 
The amount at stake is large and the 
law points raised are Important. 


The opinion Is written by Chief 


Justice Judd, Justice Whiting concur- 
ring. Circuit Judge Perry, sitting in 
place of Justice Frear, disqualified, 
writes a separate but assenting opin- 
ion. 


The decision Is reached after an ex- 


haustive discussion of the question. 
The effect of it Is that the Injunction 
should be made perpetual. 


A distinction is made between the 


right of defendants to exercise emi- 
nent domain over the property of In- 
dividuals and of the property of the 
Republic. It was held by plaintiff that 
the use to which the property would 
be put by the Government would be a 
more public use than that to which it 
would fee put by defendant This 
defendant denied and stated moreover 
that tbe lower court erred in weighing 
this question. 
Randolph on Eminent Domain is 


quoted where he states that the right 
of domain cannot be exercised against 
the state, as & is held for such uses 


tbejters. 


Ion proceeds as follows: 
"If the property in .question Is not 


subject to the defendant's right of 
condemnation, the injunction 
was 


properly issued and should be made 
perpetual. * * * Now the right of 
the defendant company to condemn 
private property for ptfblic uses exists 
only because this right has been dele- 
gated to it bf the state through its leg- 
islature." 
The decision quotes freely from the 


case of the Illinois Central Railroad 
va. Illinois, which was decided in 1892. 
Part is as follows: 
"The position advanced by the rail- 
road company in support of Hs claim 
to the ownership of the submerged 
lands and the right to the erection of 
wharves, piers and docks at Its pleas- 
ure, or for Its business in the harbor 
of Chicago, would place every harbor 
In the country at the mercy of a major- 
ity of the legislature of the state in 
which the harbor Is situated." 
"The state has the possession and 
control of the navigafble waters of the 
said harbor and Is a trustee thereof for 
the public and cannot absolutely alien- 
ate such Interest The lands under 
the navigable waters in and around 
the territory of the Hawaiian Govern- 
ment are held in trust for the public 
uses of navigation," 


After considering the harbor front 


age lease to the railroad by Minister 
Tburston, and a correspondence be- 
tween the Minister and the corpora 
tion, the decision goes on to say: 
"A certificate of approval toy the 
Cabinet In aocordarwe with the stat- 
utes, of the location of the O&hu Rail- 
way and Land Company, does not carry 
with it the right to condemn land 
under navigable waters of the harbor 
of Honolulu and a right of way over 
the harbor, where the contemporane- 
ous correspondence between the par- 
ties and a contemporaneous lease be- 
tween them plainly Indicate that the 
Government had a contrary intention, 
even though toe location approved 
covers land under navigable water*."

'The following letter is from a young 


Hawaiian Who Joined the 
American 


troops bet*. The young man had form- 
erly served In tbe N. G. H. and was at 
one time a member of the Mounted 
Patrol: 


Hollo, P. L, 1899. 


now write you a fetter, which 


i hope yon will be pleased to receive. 
I got tti Maoidla safe and well. I am 


going-to tell yon aibout the battles we 
are now having with the insurgents. 


When we got to Manila we were sta- 
tioned-at Cavtte, which is eight miles 
across tbe (bay from Manila. On 
Christmas day we embarked on the 
Arizona and sailed for Hollo; we had 
two troop ships and one battlt ship. 
We anchored in the stream of Itailo 
after a two days' voyage from Manila 
and lay there aboard the transports 
for nearly forty-five days. 
.On Saturday, February llth, the Bos- 
ton and Petrel began to throw shells 
into the city of Hollo and kept it up 
for two hours, when we saw the Amer- 
ican Flag raised in place of the Insur- 
gent one. At 2 o'clock of that day our 
regiment started to land, with the ex- 
ception of the band boys; I could not 
go. ashore for I had been taken sick, 
but I asked the docto* to give me per- 
mission to go along, but as that was 
my first day out of bed he would not 
let me. The next morning at 6 o'clock 
the band boys got Into a boat and I 
hid among them, -but had neither gun 
nor pistol, but had my bugle with me 
as I am now the bugler for Company 
A, having been transferred from Com- 
pany L. I got ashore all right but 
conlfl not find my company, some boys 
that I met saying that my company 
was on outpost duty. I met our doc- 
tor aad tried to keep out of his way; 
Jrat .finally ran right in front of him; 
h« seemed vary much-surprised to «e* 
me ashore, but asked me how I was 
feeling, and I told him I was feeling 
much stronger. He smiled and said 
"Take care of yourself." 


About 11 o'clock I met some of the 


boys of my company who had come la 
to get water. I went along with them 
and found my company and they were 
all astonished to see me. 


Aibout 12 o'clock we received orders 
to go to tbe front and take the next 
town called "Jaro," which is about five 
miles from Hollo. Our company was 
on tbe firing line and we are aibout 300 
yards In front of the rest of the troops. 
Aibout sunset we captured the town of 
Jaro and that is the first time I ever 
heard the whistle of bullets, which 
seemed to say "look out for me." W« 
chased the insurgents back and went 
into some vacant houses to sleep, but 
could not sleep on account of the noise 
made by the whistling of the bullets 
lasting all night Having done more 
hard fighting that day than any other 
company we were not ordered to do 
guard duty; we had two men of Com- 
pany A wounded in this fight Tbe 
next day we went out on outpost duty 
and the insurgents were shooting at 
us all day. The.next day our major 
came up to our commanding officer and 
ordered him to advance our company 
nine or ten hundred yards to the front 
At 2 o'clock on February 14th we start- 
ed to go to the front wHh only one 
company and a galling gun. We had 
not gone very far when we again heard 
the bullets whistling around our ears. 
I accompanied the major and took the 
commands from him. I have done 
more hard work than any other man 
In the company, for our major is a 
brave man-; be was on horseback and I 
was chasing him around with my 
bugle and Mowing calls as he com- 
manded me. After three hours hard 
fighting we ran out of ammunition 
and were compelled to retreat In thto 
battle we lost one corporal and a ser- 
geant wounded. That makes three 
men wounded and one killed from- our 
company. I have been In two action* 
without arms, bet anyway a bugler 
hardly ev«r has occasion to use a pis- 
tol.I will close cow as I bare to go out 
on sentry duty, but will write more- 
next time.

night The company had assembled 
{or inspection and to receive the 
answer to the petition (praying itfhat the 
order of dWbandment might Ibe re- 
voked, 
i 


Lieut CoL Jones addressed the com- 


pany, Informing them that President 
Dole did not think it 'best to revoke 
the order for dlsbandment He con- 
tinued as follows: 


"President Dole said that he would 


like to hero me state his very clear 
recollection of the loner and honorable 
record of Company D and especially in. 
relation to Its active service in 1895. 
He well remembered one night of that 
week when a number of our companies 
were ordered Into the mountains. Com- 
pany D was in Che hills between here 
and Tantalus when their captain halt- 
ed them for some simple Instructions 
and said: "One whistle means to go 
ahead, two means 'halt and three means 
retreat, but the last signal of three 
whistles will not >be used,' which state- 
ment was received with a great deal 
of enthusiasm by the company and 
showed the soldierly spirit of the com- 
mand, wfrkfh he would never forget 


"He further stated that Company D 
has always been-reidy to fight, but not 
always ready to drill. That was toe 
character of the company, though be 
would like to express his positive con- 
viction that in the company there were 
a number of Che best volunteers in the 
service, as shown by Kheir persistence 
in attention to duty under the discour- 
aging circumstances attending the 
company's career for some time past 


, It was a matter of regret to him that 
they should be called upon to face this 
most serious outlook for a military or- 
ganization, but feeling that the dis- 
cipline of the regiment <wae a (matter of 
the first consideration, and .knowing 
that the afbaence of a large proportion 
of the company (from drill duty has 
•been of long continuance and in the 
face of repeated warnings from not 
only the company officers, but (from <tfhe 
regimental officers, ne -was satisfied 
that sufficient warning and notice of 
tihe consequence of such neglect of duty 
nad been given.* Although there are 
men in the company TO&O are not re- 
sponsible for such neglect and who do 
not deserve this action, the company 
as a company is responsible tor it and 
It would be detrimental to the dis- 
cipline of the regiment to revoke the 
order. (He was extremely sorry that 
the action of the majority of the mem- 
bers of the. company bad exposed those 
who have attended to their duty to 
the misfortune of disorganization. It 
was their mfetforttinej not their fault." 


The reading of the final decision of 


the commander-in-ohief was received 
in silence. Men who had been with the 
company since its first organization 
stood with 'bowed heads and glistening 
eyes. They felt it keenly that old Bat- 
tery D, once the regiment's pride, 
should come to such an end. 


After a tew more words from Lieut 


CoL Jones, In wbich he spoke'feeling- 
ly of his own connection iwlth the 
company and the final termination, the 
disbanded company stood adjourned. 


Before departing, however, a motion 


was unanimously carried presenting 
Capt Bergstrom with two large pic- 
tures, the property of the company. 
The remaining pictures were taken by 
the members as mementoes of old Bat- 
tery D.

GOLD BEEF 


California Steaks on the 


Local Market. 


A Trifle More Expensive than Is- 


land Cut*—Success of tha 


Australia's Plant. 


The enterprise Inaugurated recently 


of bringing beef from San Francisco 
for local consumption has proved to be 
a success. The large new refrigerating 
plant put in ttoe steamer Australia ted 
a large consignment of beef on Che last 
trip down. 


The supply of beef from the leiands 
is mot near enough to satisfy the de- 
mand. Wtoile the consumption of beef 
la rapidly growing larger, there is no 
increase in the production. Tnis makes 
the importation of refrlgeraited meats 
a necessity. 


Tlhe beef brought down on tine Aus- 
tralia was cho.ce. There were about 
seventy carcasses In all, averaging 
about 500 pounds to the carcass. This 
makes a total importation of about 
35,0*00 pounds. TMs is beef alone. In 
addition to this, the local meat Com- 
pany is constantly importing mutton 
from tAuBtraHa. This tact shows how 
great a difference there IB between the 
local supply and demand. 


Tnere Is at present a beef famine in 


CaUfomia on account of droughts. The 
price -wholesale ihas gone up two cents. 
TihJa nas increased the price in tSUa 
city. There is a difference of about 
three cents between Island beef and- 
that brought down in the refrigerator, 
when sold at retail. The refrigerated 
beef has taken well with the people. 
It is said to be 'better than Che general 
Island beef, although some of the lat- 
ter is as good ae the California pro- 
duct.

tion of expenses and cost and distribu- 
tion of the assets, 'but whether the sale 
was properly conducted. 


"The amount of the sale to Evane 


•would not cover the Marshal's ex- 
penses and costs in tihe case of ithe ves- 
sel, and of course would realize noth- 
ing to the ilbeilants, wlhp are seamen 
and -wards of the Court, and we were 
therefore anxious to look Into tbe mat- 
ter closely in order to afford them some 
relief, if possible. There is but little 
doubt that the general rule governing 
the confirmation of a Judicial sale is 
'that the sale if regular will be con- 
firmed unless the price obtained is so 
gtcssly inadequate to the value of the 
res as to shock the conscience of 
the Court and be presumptive evidence 
of fraud. We find that there waa no 
Irregularity in tihe sale and the only 
ground upon which the eale ia attacflced 
Is that of gross inadequacy. Upon tihe 
evidence we are satisfied that the ex- 
pense of repairing the vessel so as to 
ma-ke her seaworthy and capable of be- 
ing insured "would he too great to af- 
ford any reasonable expectation that a 
purchaser in the Honolulu market 
would undertake 'the enterpriae." 


The reports of experts ta regard to 


the value of tihe vessel as It stands, 
and of the material if it were broken 
irp, are quoted at length. The decision 
states that "ho-w much, if any, profit 
could be realized from a sale of such 
articles as could only ibe removed by 
breaking up the vessel, is purely a mat- 
ter of conjecture." 


In conclusion: 
"We feel obliged, in view of the evi- 


dence adduced, to hold «ial tihe -value 
tibat the vessel -would produce U» the 
purchaser is not so grossly inadequate 
as to authorize & resale, and therefore 
remit the cause to the Circuit Judge 
below with direction to confirm 'She 
sale "
